The Keal Place to Save. 


After all it is the county govern- 
ment that absorbs the taxpayer's 
coin. The State government does 

not cost a quarter as much as lo- 
cal governments do, and it is there 
that the people must look for real 
saving. Roads and bridges, bo- 
nuses and law suits, feeding pris- 
oners and fat salaries have run 
taxes up in many counties so that 
it takes from half to all the profits 
of many a business man’s hard 
year’s work. And men work for 
their profits, not their investments, 
so that anything that cuts off half 
their profits takes half their work. 

The people mast not make any 
mistake about one thing, that is 
the office-seeker is the natural en- 
emy of the taxpayer. He wants 
plenty of offices at big salaries. 
We are happy to say that in most 
cases in this State the office holders 
are more patriotic than selfish, and 
besides that, they are taxpayers 
themselves, so they are with the 
people rather than against them; 
but the main case is as we have 
stated it, and should not be lost 
sight of. There should be some 
way to carry on our county gov- 
ernments with much less expense 
in the way of salaries, The differ- 
ent Boards of County Commis- 
sioners cost too much. They can- 
not be considered to be on duty 
all the time, and fifty dollars a 
mouth is too much to pay. One 


member might be kept on duty all | 


the time for people to run to and 
“he could report to a full board at 
the regular monthly meetings. 
The rest could be paid for the 
meetings they attend and not by 
the month. 

Deputies in the offices and every 
cent of expense should be carefully 
considered and the expenses kept 
rightdown. The more the people 
know about all these affairs the 
more careful the officers will be. 

The truth is there are too many 
counties in Nevada and it isa drag 
on the State to keep them up. 
Big salaries are paid to two sets of 
officers only a few miles apart 
where either one could do all the

tion was opportune, and should have 
| the effect of increasing public interest 
in this, to us, highly important matter. 
Reno has boasted, and justly, too, of 
her salubrious climate, and has in va- 
rious ways invited immigration to our 
vicinity. From a hygenic standpoint, 
we are peculiarly favored—situated at 
the base of a range of mountains, 
clothed with perpetua’ verdure, and 
from whose snow-clad sammits pours 
a constant ‘current of *life-giving and 
invigorating air, we should enjoy al- 
most immnnity from disease. That 
we do not enjoy such immunity the 
almost daily appearance on our streets 
of the funeral cortege and the preva- 
lence of disease in its various forms 
abundantly attest. Weare forced then 
for a solution of the problem as to 
whence comes this condition of things 
to carefully scrutinize our surround- 
ings, and, perchance, we may find de- 
fects in our local sanitary conditions 
that may account for the many cases 


of typhoid fever and other diseases of 
a similar character with which we are 


the cause be attributed to defective 
sewers? We think not, for many 
cases of fever have originated in locali- 
ties where the sewerage was perfect; 
indeed, scores of cases have appeared 
in the coantry remote from the city, 
and in no way influenced by the con- 
ditions snrrounding us. As to conta- 
gion, the most eminent authorities 
agree that, while typhoid fever is toa 
limited extent contagious, it is not so 
in the sense in which measles, smalfl- 
pox and diseases of that character are 
contagious. It is saie then to assume 
that we may with propriety eliminate 
from the causes that lead to the propa- 
gation of these diseases the elements 
of defective sewerage, contagion, etc., 
or at least consider them as minor 
causes. The question then suggests 
itself, ‘‘Is there an element through 
which disease may be germinated and 
conveyed which is common to both 
city and country?’”’ We answer yes, 
for it is well known our supply of water 
comes from the same source by the 
Truckee river, if we except the limited 
amount supplied by wells, and even 
those are fed. by percolation through 
the soil from the river. 

The purity of the waters of Lake 
Tahoe is unquestioned ; indeed, it has 
been said that the water is sofree from 
organic matter that it has been used 
in the process of assaying, taking the 
place of distilled water. Could this 
water be. delivered to us in its original 
purity, we would indeed be fortunate, 
but this not being practicable, we 
should be seventteed to keep the river 
as free from pollution as possible. 
The water company is entitled to great 
praise for its efforts to furnish us with 
good’ water. They have exhausted 
their resources. and accomplished all 
that at’ is possible for them to do, and 
it: rémains for the people to aid them 
in securing legislation that will compel 
the mill-owners to desist from deposit- 
ing their sawdust in the river. It is 
easy for us to suggest that the mill- 
owners ‘might devise means to accom- 

ish this, hut -we-have failed so far in 
suggesting any feasible plan for doing 
it: One of the objects oi this paper 
was to-call attention to a plan which 
the -writer: saw in oparation a few 
months since. The mill in question 
was operated -by steam, and the aver- 
age daily product in sawed lumber was 
one -hundred and forty thousand feet. 
The amount of sawdust and waste 
material in this mill was immense, 
yet it was all consumed by a very sim- 
ple process, as follows: Outside of 
the mill a large stack or furnace was 
erected, constructed in this case of 
boiler iron, having a diameter at the 
base of about eighteen feet, and a 
hight of forty feet. From the mill, at 
an angle of about thirty degrees, ran 
an endless iron belt, which passed 
into the furnace about ten feet from 
the ground. By the means of this belt 


veyed to the furnace and there burned. 
Of course, the outlay in constructing 
such a furnace would be considerable, 
but when once in operation no further 
expense would beincurred. California 
should deal as generously with her 
sister State as she does with her own 
people, and we have no doubt that, 
could the matter be presented to the 
coming Legislature in a proper man- 
ner, it would result in legislation that

I should say that his chief characteristics 
were a microscopic analysis, intense pow- 
er of concentration, unbounded persever- 
ance, marnetic qualities of a rare order 
and a confidence and self-assertion limit- 
less as the horizon. Mr. Whistler now 
prints all his etchings himself having long 


ago determined never to sell another | 


plate not permit one to pass out of his im- 
mediate control. 

Mr. Whistler is not a rich man, the re- 
verse rather. How far this result may be 
due to a lack of proper management it is 
not necessary to inquire. The fact re- 
mains that he has never reaped large pe- 
cuniary profite from his art. I doubt 
whether he ever received a big price fora 
picture in his whole lifeas a successful 
Royal Acamedician would understand 
the word. His etchings, however, yield 
an income that can always be depended 
on. Some of them that are out of 
print command fancy prices, while his 
current work even is beyond the reach of 
moderate purses. Eis productions are 
little known in the States. Mr. S. P. Av- 
ery, the retired New York picture dealer, 
has perhaps the most. complete collection 
of Whistler etchings in the United States. 
Apart from him tiere are not more than 
three Americans who can justly claim 
representative collections, Mir. Whistler 
sells best in Dngland and Scotland where 
he is appreciated as no whereelse. That 
he has not made more money isno strange 
matter, Innovators such as he rarely reap 
a@money reward commensurate wi.h the 
value of their.service to art. His brush 
and nccdle have never been degraded, and 
his conter:pt f. r convention and defiance 
of the parvennuare proverbial. In 1855, at 
the time of the delivery of the ‘Ten 
O’clock,’’ }“r. D’Oyley Carte made him an

The dillettante in question had long 
sought a visit from Mr. Whistler, but all 
efforts to begnile the genial wit. to his 
hoase had proved unavailing. Finally a 
mutual acquaintance interceded and a 
day and hour were fixed for the gifted 
painter to pass judgment. on the collec- 
tion. He kept the appointment, and the 
accumulated treasures brought together 
with a lavish hand, were passed in re- 
view before him for critical censure or ap- 
proval. Nota word escaped him as the 
show progressed save a solemn “H’m 
h’m,”’ that might be taken to mean any- 
thing or nothing. His mobile face did 
not lighten with either smile or frown. 
The dilettante was nonplussed. For the 
first time in its history his collection had 
failed to elicit enthusiasm, eitherassumed 
orreal. When the last oljject in the last 
room was reached, and there was no more 
to see, Mr. Whistler gazed at his host 
with a look of compassionate censure and 
exclaimed gravely and withouta smile, 
or twinkle of the eye: 

“*My dear sir, there’s really no excuse 
for it—no excuse for it at all.” 

Bolting for the door, he secured his hat 
and cane, his resonant “Hah! hah?’ ring- 
ing in the ears of the dumbfounded dillet- 
tante,as the strange guest hastened away. 
The joke leaked out, as Whistler’s jokes 
always do, the indiscreet victim having 
related it. toa: friend with the comment 
that ‘he couldn’t understand Mr, Whist- 
ler at all, and that he. was.really a most 
incomprehensible person.”’ 

Mr. Whistler’s connection with and 
Presidency of the Royal Society of 
British Artists kept the art world of 
London agog as long as it lasted. 
The society kad been unable to 
secure the sanction of royalty till 
he took hold of it. Years agothe genial 
Thackeray satirized it as “‘a safe and se- 
cluded spot to make an assignation with 
a mistress or to secure absolate freedom 
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a marvellous master of color planned the 
whole.

other evening of his comingtrip, he spoke 
of the keen relish with wnich he looked 
forward to it and especially of the pleas- 
ure he would experience in reviewing the 
old scenes at West Point where his am- 
bition as a cadet was to excel in athletics 
and mathematics and pursue the career 
of a soldier.
